Patricia 
Corrigan is no 
wimp when it 
comes to whale 
watching. “See this 
arm?” asks the 
author of The 
Whale Watcher’s 
Guide. “I’ve had this 
arm in a whale’s 
mouth!”

Corrigan likes to travel far and wide 
to see whales up close and personal. 
Since 1982, she’s taken two or three 
trips a year to watch whales in their 
natural habitats. She’s trekked to 
Argentina to see southern right whales, 
kissed the head of a baby gray whale off 
the California coast, and watched orcas 
play in the waters near British 
Columbia. 

D.A. spoke with Corrigan about her 
fascination with whales—and about 
what on Earth made her massage a 
whale’s tongue.

we can do—except lie back and 
enjoy the show. 

This year, the Delta Aquarid 
meteor shower will light up the sky 
with shooting stars on July 28. The 
Perseid meteor shower will arrive 
a few weeks later, peaking on August 
| 1. But you'll have to stay up late— 
viewing is best after midnight, when 
you may see up to 60 shooting stars 
every hour. 

These are two of the biggest 
meteor showers that show up 
regularly every year. The shooting 
stars, or ME@TEOFS (see Space Rocks 
on page 50), that you’ll see are actually 
little rocky bits of a passing comet. 
When Earth’s orbit crosses a comet’s 
orbit, all these 
fragments 
hurtle 
toward our 
atmosphere. 
There, they 
burn up 
instantly and 
turn into dust, 
sometimes 
leaving a white 


trail, called a €fAiM. That’s what you 
can see—if only for an instant. 

And these meteors move fast. 
Steve Edberg, an astronomer at 
the Jet Propulsion Laboratory in 
Pasadena, California, says the Perseid 
meteors are some of the fastest in the 
universe. “They'll be coming in at 
about 60 kilometers per second,” he 
says. That’s about seven times faster 
than the space shuttle can go. 

These summer dates are the best 
times to see meteors in action, but 
you can probably see a couple of 
shooting stars on any clear night. 
That’s because about 100 million 
meteors enter our atmosphere each 
day. Our solar system is littered with 
leftover bits of planets and moons, as 
well as all kinds of man-made space 
junk, like satellite and rocket parts. 
Whenever any of these pieces hit our 
atmosphere, you've got a meteor. 
But when 
a comet 
swings by, 
you've 
gota 
meteor 
Shower.

If you can, 
get out of town and 
away from all the light 
pollution. If you watch 
from your yard, turn 
off the house lights. 
This year, the Perseids 
may be hard to see 
because the moon will 
be close to full. The 
Delta Aquarids will 
probably put on the 
summer’s best show. 


Try to 
watch from an open 
field, a beach or a 
hilltop. Look straight 
overhead to take in as 
much sky as possible.

Each year, about 
100 get through our 
atmosphere intact and hit the ground. 
These are called MeT@OriteS. Most 
fall into the ocean, but about |0 hit 
land and are recovered by scientists.

This year, researchers discovered 
that a 40-pound meteorite found in 
Africa was actually a ChUnK Of 
Mars. When something 
humongous—maybe a comet on a 
collision course—crashed into the red 
planet three million years ago, the 
chunk was blasted free and into space. 
Eventually, it smashed into Africa. 

Last summer, a comet named 
Shoemaker-Levy 9 slammed 
into Jupiter at 130,000 miles an hour, 
creating dust clouds as large as the 
planet Earth. You can still see those 
clouds through a backyard telescope. 

Could this happen to our planet? 
Some scientists think it already 
has, millions of years ago. According 
to their theories, a huge comet 
crashed into Earth and wiped out 
all the dinosaurs. 

David Levy, one of the 
discoverers of the comet that hit 
Jupiter, talked with D.A. about 
how we would have to deal with 


a similar situation. “First, we would 
want to examine the object from a 
spacecraft,” he said. “We'd try to 
figure out what it’s made of.” 

Then what? “Our spacecraft would 
leave a TraNnSpOnder on the object 
so we could track its movements 

exactly,” said Levy. 


A transponder is a 
beacon that would 
send its radio signals 


back to Earth. 

If it turned out the object was 
headed for a collision with Earth, 
we'd have to give the doomsday 
rock a little nudge to get it moving in 
another direction. That might have 
to be done with a rocket or a bomb. 

Don’t sweat—only one person is 
known to have been hit by a meteorite. 
Ann Hewlett Hodges was hit by 
a 3-pounder in 1954 while sitting in 
her living room. She got a bruise on 
her leg—and her picture in the paper.
